Plans for the new building have 
been in councils hands for some 
time, but some changes may be 
made and federal 
aid has

The new building will house the 
fire department and city officers. 
Plans provide for placing the water 
department office on the ground 
floor for the accommodation of the 
public. 
Public rest rooms will be included 
in the ground floor plan, as well 
as equipment of the 
fire depart­ 
ment. 
Offices of city officials, including 
council chambers, w'ould be located 
on the second floor. 
Sale price of the present property 
will be available to help finance 
the new project. Thus the net cost 
may be below' the $160.000 figure 
now estimated. 
The present century-old building 
was condemned five years ago by 
the state fire marshal, but the city 
was given a stay during the war pe­ 
riod. 


The $160,000 city hall bond issue 
which Salem voters will be asked to 
approve at the Nov. 5 election can 
be financed by a tax rate of one 
mill, the county auditor has certi­ 
fied to the beard of elections. 
This means the addition of one 
dollar for every thousand dollars 
of property valuation. 
The bonds 
would be redeemed over a 16-year 
period. 
Present site of the city hall and 
fire department will be sold and 
the new building erected south of 
E State st. but adjacent to the 
business district.

Sept. 7—House­ 
wives got a double order of bad 
news on new retail meat prices to­ 
day from the OPA. 
First they learned the new ceil­ 
ings will boost aggregate retail meat 
bills $6 00,000,000 a year. 
Next, 
Geoffrey 
Baker, 
deputy 
OPA administrator, predicted that 
after ceilings go into effect again 
next Tuesday meat probably will 
be scarce. 
"We may as well face the fact 
there Is not enough meat fo r every­ 
body to get all he wants of ev ery 
kind," Baker said. "And the fact 
that we’ve already eaten part of 
the supply that would be coming in 
during the next few months—if the 
removal of ceilings hadn’t 
rushed 
it In earlier—aggravates the 
situa­ 
tion." 
Choicest Cuts Highest 
Baker said the new ceilings are 
adjusted "so that the average fam­ 
ily will be affected least . . , you’ll 
find the largest increases are on 
the 
choicest cuts such as prime 
rib 
roasts, sirloin steak 
and loin 
lamb chops " 
The 
$6 00,000,000 jump 
results 
from an average Increase of 
three 
and 
three quarter cents 
a po und 
in retail meat prices o rdered by 
the agency when ceilings return to 
the butcher shops on Tuesday. 
This is the difference. OPA said, 
between average meat ceilings on 
June 30. when controls lapsed and 
the new higher prices, 
which still 
will be below those of the last two 
months. 
Price Administrator Po rter flew 
to Chicago for g 
priv ate co nference 
yesterday at which he receiv ed as­ 
surances from major packers that 
they will "help make meat price 
controls work." 
So me Prices Same 
A big Bhare of the beef, 42 per­ 
cent of the pork, and a much smal­ 
ler share of lamb and mutton will 
return to the same ceilings that 
prevailed last June. 
Mo st o f the 
price increases were tacked o nto the 
prime and choice cits. 
All OPA men carefully avoided 
nny attempts to say Just ho w much 
tiie rollback will be on prices that 
have been charged during the per­ 
iod of no ceilings. 
Th“y explained that the pricing

event the housewife who does the 
buying will have all the

A union threat to call on all or­ 
ganised labor for an over-all na­ 
tion-wide general strike if the gov­ 
ernment moves "any of our ships, as 
It has threatened to do," was voiced 
today by a union official

landlocked behind a ring of strik­ 
ing, picketing AFL seamen. 
The threat was voiced by Paul 
Hall. port, agent of the striking Sea­ 
farer's International union (AFL) 
"If the government moves any of 
our ships as It has threatened to 
do." Hall said, "we will call on all 
organiz°d labor to come out with 
us for an over-all national general 
strike. That means street car con­ 
ductors. machinists and everybody 
else." 
Hall explained that an appeaal 
for such a general strike would 
be 
made through various local central 
labor councils, should the govern­ 
ment attempt to mo v e ships. 
Per Cent Effectiv e 
He said the seaman’s strike now 
was "100 per cent effective In all 
ports," and added "we are in fine 
shape and prepared to strike from 
here on in." 
"We believe its effectiveness L‘ 
beginning to tell and a complete 
tleup will win our demands," Hal!

Is worthy 
of immediate consideration by city officials. 
Speed 
and recklessness on the part of tax i drivers are too 
far bey ond control to let go Unnoticed, ex cept, by in­ 
dignant comments on the part of the public. It would 
help m atters if some kind of a governor could be found 
for the drivers as well as the cars, to prevent crowding 
other cars and m aking fast, sharp turns at corners. 
T he average tax i driver in Salem, lik° m any other 
motorists, seems to believe his half 
<rf the road is the 
middle. 
While the officials are at this business of regulat­ 
ing tax i driving, they should take steps to halt another, 
dangerous practice—one which hapjiens to be a vio­ 
lation of present city traffic regulations.

It also Is a nui 
sance when these tax is toot their horns loud and long 
and slow down as they approach the office many times 
a day . T hat could be eliminated by application of the 
public nuisance ordinance. 
Tax is serve a useful purpose in every community 
but that does not give them special privileges.

During the war and right niter the war. non-Com- 
m unist countries like tire United States wanted to be­ 
lieve Russian Communists would abandon their In­

ments. The non-Com m untst Countries wanted to be­ 
lieve there could be international cooperation on n 
basis of live and let live. They wanted to believe S tal­ 
in's Russia would be tolerant. 
The Russians helped along the illusion by announ­ 
cing that international revolution had been abandon­ 
ed and by Instructing Communists abroad to cooper­ 
a te in the war against Germany . B ut as soon as the 
war had been won, cooperation ceased and the signs 
of international revolution reappeared. For Americans 
schooled In the llve-and-let-live philosophy , it is hard 
to believe that rule or ruin has become the credo in­ 
stead—but Russia is

shred of doubt. It Is making appeasem ent as intoler­ 
able as it became a t the outbreak of World W ar II 
when Ax is ex pansion broke the patience of its victims. 


Not Quite Every thing 
A general tie-up of shipping because a government 
agency won't let seamen have a wage increase won 
from owners seems like the strike to end strikes, but 
the country hasn’t seen every thing y et. 
Sometime there may be a strike by owners because 
a government agency won't let them give workers an 
increase. The shipping strike itself isn’t far from be­ 
ing that kind. 
Or there may be a strike by a government agency 
because private employ es somewhere are asking too 
m uch; or a strike by employ es and owners together 
over something; or perhaps a strike by tin* govern­ 
m ent, private employ es and private owners. 
At this stage of labor relations, with the govern­ 
m ent looking over every body 's shoulder, any kind of 
a strike is possible. The only thing that Amertcans 
have learned to believe is Impossible Is no strike akt 
all When finally there is a situation which could have 
been used as an ex cuse for a strike but no strike oc­ 
curred, then they will have seen every thing.

COLUM BUS, S ept. 7—O ne-th ird of th e people of O hio are not re­ 
ceiv ing ad eq u ate h ealth protection under th e present sta te public health 
system . Dr. H av en E m erson, director uf the School of Public H ealth Col­ 
um bia univ ersity, asserted today. 
D r E m erson outlined a new type public h ealth system for Ohio and 
the nation in a taik before approxim ately 300 public h e alth com m issioners 
on th eir 27th a nnu al conv ention here.
